“THE LITTLE GAN BRAL” 


_ KUROPATKIN'S DEPARTURE ‘sROM 
ST. PETERSBURG. 


St. Petersburg, March rath. 

J have just been down to,the station to ‘see 
General Kuropatkinleave for Manchuria; and, 
at the same time, Mhave had my first taste of 
a Russian crowd, 

About five o'clock we hailed an isvoschik 
and went skimming down the Nevski Prospekt 
over the newly fallen snow. At first our sledge 
was only one of the invariable procession of 
troikas and wheeled carriages that throng the 
Nevski at all hours of the day and night. The 
pavement was, as usual, full of pedestrians, 
treading silently in indiarubber shoes. 

Almost every sledge that passed-us held one 
or two grey-coated Russian officers; carriage 
after carriage went by full of important per- 
sonages, coronets and armorial bearings on 
the panels, the servants in Emperial liveries; 
or else driven bya species of Father Christmas, 
long-haired and prodigal beard, wearing the 
padded caftan and bright velvet head-dress 
that is the national and distinctive unitorm of 
the Russian coachman, Now the pavements 
were crowded, and it seemed that there were 
almost as many policemen as sivhtseers, 

The peopte stood several rows deep, and over- 
flowed into the roadway. They were just like 
a London crowd awaiting a roval pracession. 

In the station-yard they were assembled in 
their thousands, and to each dozen there was 4 
policeman. I have never seen sn many police 
as were on duty in St. Petershurg between five 
and six o'clock this afternoon, The ordinary 
constable is dressed in black, the superior in 
Rrey; and there is another kind that wears a 
hrown frieze cloak and busk decorated with a 
shaving brush ornament, All carry swords and 
revolvers, : 

“THE GENERAL|" 

General Kuropatkin drove up five minutes 
hefore the train started Like our own “ Bobs,’ 
he is a littte® man. hard as mails, with a face’ 
tanned and ruddy from constant exposure to 
wind and weather, Square-shouldered and alert, 
he shook hands with the Grand Dukes, 
Generals, Ministers, and personal friends who 
had assembled to see him off. Two holy 
pictures and a sword of honour were presented 
to-him, ‘and the French colony in St, Peters- 
bug gave him a magnificent bouquet. One 
or two very intimate friends kissed him. Then, 
accompanied by the members of his staff, he 
Btepped into the special train, with, kitchen, 
dining-roam, bed-room, etc. that is to be his 
“headquarters for the next three weeks. The 
envine bellowed in the melancholy way that 
Russian engines have; a lady fainted—she is 
the wife of one of Kuropatkin’s officers—and, 
as the train drew out of the station, the whole 


British cheer. 

“Flurrab { hurrah | hurrah |” they cried. The 
little General waved to them, and then al] was 
over. Kuropatkin was on the road to the Far 
Esst to grapple with a problem that must either 
make him or.break him. Valiant, battle-scar- 
red, a born soldier, flery hearted, never so cool 


his destiny, will go down to history as a soldier 
of dauntless courage and resolution, - 
THE RUSSIAN CROWD, 

The Russian crowd is o silent one, No 
mighty roar had swept over its ranks as the 
hero of the hour drove by on his way to lead 
the armies of his Emperor, Only a deep and 
melancholy booming of church bells announc- 
ed that some great national event was in pro: 
gress, 

The crowd, hundreds deep, and controlled 
by an abundance of mounted and unmounted 
police, had looked on as though assisting at 
some theatrical or athletic display. Rich, poor, 
and very poor, they elbowed and jostled one 
another, and, when I joined them, they were 
keenly ‘interit on the princes, generals, and 
other high personages who were driving away 
from the station. 

Every uniform in a tereribly-uniformed 
Empire passed me. Cossack generals with 
white astrachan caps, other generals with 
black astrachan caps; Rokhara magnates with 
long knives datigling tt frontof thenyy students" 
in uniform, Ministers in uniform, in sledges, 
in carriages, and on foot; they formed an 
amazing, semi-Eurapean, semi-Oriental pro- 
cession a8 they streamed out of the station 
The foreign military attachés wore there as 
well; French, German, Austrian, and Swediahy 
and the crowd looked on, good-humoured and 
talkative, , 

Tho police wore seemingly doing thofr best 
to scatter it. The-crowd bad been allowed to 
assemble for a specific purpose, but now that 
purpose was accomplished it must disperse. 
To me it seemed that the Russian police dis- 
courage crowds, All their efforts now seemed 
directed towards breaking up the vast mass of 
people who had assembled in the station-yard |) 
and in the adjoining atreets. “Gentlemen, I 
‘beg you," 1 the polite formula in use; and we 
obeyed, 


THE STOLEN TART.

effect. He seemed, however, to understand 


that I had’ not meant-to steal one of his tarts, 


and began to smile again, and make signs that 
the injury I had done him was not irreparable. 

A gentleman reading a German newspaper 
had been an amused spectator of this little 
comedy. Seeing that-he read a German news- 
paper, I addressed him in German, and asked 
him to apologise to the young man whose tart 
Thad eaten. He said that itdid not matter, and 
then followed quite a pleasant chat. The 
German's son was an officer in the Russian 
army—there seemed to many Russo- 
Germans—and was on his way to Manchuria. 
The son had evidently been in a ‘railway accid- 
ent the day before, for.he had sent his father a 
telegram saying that he was uninjured. So far 
no news of this‘ railway accident had been 
allowed to leak out. It was.a strange position. 
The father had his son’s telékram saying that 
he had escaped injury in some unknown rail- 
way accident, and all day the father had been 
wondering what had happened to the train in 
which his son was faring to the front. An hour 
ago the accident was made public. It was 
near Tomsk, and not of any great consequence. 

THE LULL ; 

News is withheld here, not so much, I be- 
lieve, from any desire to keep the public in 
suspense, but rather because the officials that 
deal with news do 50 in their own time, and are 
the most leisurely creatures imaginable. The 
Russians do not hurry, and the “hustler” is a 
biped unknown to the Muscovite zoologist, As 
hour, or even a day, more or less is of no great 
consequence, 

Teople do not mind waiting, and pleasure 
and camfort seem to came before business all 
the time. " The rublic, too, does not seem 
to be in any’ grent hurry for war news, 
and at present, particularly, we are io 
the midst of a full similar to that which 
followed the departure of Lord Roberts ‘and 
Lord Kitchener for South Africa, No one 
expects anything to happen in the Far East for 
the next five or six weeks. And then the Rus- 
sian, in common with most other Europeans,’ 
expects that the armies of the Czar will over- 
power the Japanese by sheer force of numbers, 
and drive “the yellow. man” back to his own 
islands, there to sue ignominiously fr peace. 

Such is the common Russian view of the 
situation, and in France, Germany, Austria, 
and half-a-dozen European countries, the same 
beliefis held. There are doubters; there are 
even pro-Japanese in this country; but among 
the great bulk of the Russian population Japan 
is regarded as an impudent and dwarfish 
enemy who will disappear at the first onrush 
of the Czar's Cossacks. —Albert Kinross in 
Daily Mail,

THE WAR. - 


THE YALU ENGAGEMENT. 


An officer, presumably attached tn the [lead- 
quarters Staff, has made an interesting cescrip- 
tive comment on the Yalu engagement, which 
he speaks of as follows :— :

Judging from the de- 
tailed report, our right wing continued to ad-, 
vance sn-the pursuit, The main body (Im: 
perial Kodygusrd regiments) at Tai-ro-bo, 10 
the nouh-west of Chulien-cheng, tioved south. 
wards to Ko baku-to, having Chalien-cheng 
about duc cast. The left wing, was in the 
direction of Antung, Chulien-cheng on the 
and side being thus surrounded, with the Rus- 
sins between our forces and the river. ft 
may be conjectured that the enemy had been 
delending the elevated positions between Yu. 
wueko and Makau, intending ta retest lo 
Chubien-cheng, there to make a last stand. 
Our attack being too much for them, hawever, 
they were unable to hold the position, but had 
to retreat northwestwards in the direction of, 
Fuinhan-chen. Oar forces advanced ¢n their 
retreat and yiadua ly closed in, and at the same 
sine the position of Chulien-cheng was laken, 
The enemy wag well supplied with arillery 
and qtick-finng guns, and, tiking their strong 
position into consideration, it speaks well for 
the manner and vigour of our atack that the 
position was cartied, ‘The fact thit we seized 
over twenty guns and captured many officers 
and men; besides occupying not only Chulien- 
cheng but the district seven-aud-a-half miles to 
the west, proves that the coagagement wis a 
yreat one.”

THE VICHROY WEL AND RIVER 
CONSERV ANC ¥.

The Viceroy Wei Kwang-tao wrote to the 
Foreign Consuls in Shanghai the other day 
as follows :- ‘ 

“When Consul-Generals Goodnow and Sif- 
fert were in Nanving | handed them a memo- 
randum contaning five conditions regarding 
Whuangpoo Conservancy, which I believe 
Consul-Generals Goodnow and Stiffert took 
away with thea: so as to‘consult with you on 
their return. I believe you have received by 
this une the memorandum I gave them, but 
to avoid any misapprehension I send you here- 
with a copy of the memorandum for your 
guidance, From the memorandum you will 
see that the merchants will escape untoward 
expenses and the works of conservancy will be 
carried out all the sooner which will be a great 
benefit for all concerned and 1 hope alt the 
Consuls will endorse the conditions now 
proposed, 

“T hereby attach the said five conditions 
which please consuli about with the other 
consuls at the earliest moment and adopt the 
same and oblige.” 

The following is Caine Gazeddée translation 
from the Chinese text of the Viceroy Wei's 
proposals. 

“4, Though it was stipulated that the 
merchants of the various powers who pay the 
largest tonnayo dues, as well as foreign and 
native merchants in Shanghai should contribute 
the expenses of (he Conservancy work of the 
Whangpvo River, yet the Chinese Goverament 
now wishes itself to defray all the expenses in 
the following manner so as to relieve the said 
merchants from untoward expenses. 

“The Chinese Government is prepared to 
pay out Tls. 460,020 annually, of which Tis. 
230,020 would form the portion of the Chinese 
Government's contribution and the other Tls, 
230,000 which the foreign merchants were to be 
asked to contribute, The entire amount of 
the said Ts. 4%0,0:0 will be defrayed out of 
the revenues of the Maritime Customs in 
Kwanping taels, annually, till the Conservancy 
work is completed. 

“2, The work of the Conservancy of the 
river Whangpoo is to be under the joint control 
of the Shanghai Taotai and the Maritime 
Customs, and the administration of water 
police, lighthouses and other affairs is to be 
under the control of the Maritime Customs, 

"3, As soon as the present scheme is 
accepted by the Powers concerned the Chinese 
Government is prepared to commence the 
work of Conservancy within three months from 
such date by employing one or two foreign 
engineers conjointly as recommended by the 
Powers concerned. ; 

4, The estimates of the expenses of the 
work will be handed over tothe Consular Body 
in Shanghai for their inspection every three 
months, ~ 

“5, The Chinese Government expresses its 
desire to forego any contribution towards the 
expenses of the said Conservancy from the 
shipping trading to Shanghai, or from the ship- 
ping business or from owners of property in 
and around Shanghai and its neighbourhood.”
